API Agricultural Experiment Station 
JUNE 9, 1952 was a red-letter day for 
Alabama and U. S. poultrymen! 

That was when the Auburn-developed 
vaccine for immunizing chickens against 
cecal coccidiosis was released for dis- 
tribution to growers. Within less than a 
ye 0 million birds have been im- 
munized with the new and highly ef- 
fective vaccine that Has meant better 
than three million additional dellars to 
users 


Bane of poultrymen 


YECAL coccidiosis or. blood diarrhea in 
chickens is costly and is the bane of all 


poultrymen. It is caused by a micro- 


scopic protozoan living in the cecum or 
pouch near the end of the intestines. 
This minute animal destroys the lining 
of the pouches, causing bleeding, re- 
duce growth rate, and frequently 
deaths. 

For the past quarter of a century, 


poultrymen have known that in nearly 
every brood of chicks, bloody diarrhea, 
or cecal ‘coccidiosis, would appear. Just 


when such attacks would occur or how 
severe could not be predicted. Losses of 
one out of every two birds were not 
uncommon. With development of the

Continuous treatment was costly and 
sometimes ineffective. Success of the 
periodic treatments depended on noting 
the appearance of the disease early 
enough to start and obtain control; 
otherwise losses might be heavy. There 
were poultrymen who unneces- 
Sarily treated their flocks because they 
merely suspected coccidiosis. 

It was because of these problems with 
medicants that work was begun in 1947 
by the Agricultural Experiment Station 
of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute to 
develop a control of the disease by im- 
Munization.

Outstanding contribution 


THE development of the Auburn treat- 
ment and procedure is an outstanding 
contribution to the poultry industry. As 
far as is known. it is the first time a 
‘ Procedure has been developed that is 
practical and safe enough for growers to 


use, and that gives.a high.degree. of 
immunization against cecal coccidiosis— 
the most deadly of the several types. — 


The inoculum and procedure for its 
use are the results of research by Dr. 
S. A. Edgar, poultry pathologist, and 
his graduate students in the department 
of poultry husbandry. 


Research has involved development of 
techniques and methods for producing 


the inoculum, determination of a*pfacti- 


cal and safe treatment procedure, in- 


tensive laboratory test$ of procedures, 


and finally field tests with cooperating 


poultrymen in Alabama, Georgia, and. 


Mississippi, involving more than 60,000 


birds in test flocks, When correct pro-. 


cedure was followed, death loSses never 
exceeded one-half of one per cent and 
went as low as two birds out of 5,000. 


Requires 28 days 


FOLLOWING the _ experimentally- 
proved procedure, three-day-old chicks 
are inoculated with a specified amount 
of the Auburn vaccine, mixed in the 
feed. Exactly 13 days after inoculation, a 
mild treatment of a sulfa or certain 
other drugs, is administered in the 


drinking water. This must be done pre- 
cisely on the 13th day as a safeguard 
against the immunization getting out of 
control. Within 28 days the chicks are 
completely immunized.

In addition to greatly reducing death 
losses from cecal coccidiosis, perhaps 
the greatest benefit from the vaccine is 
the increased rate of growth and greater 
uniformity within the flock. Vaccinated 


birds weigh about one-half pound more 


at broiler age than do birds that nor- 
mally get coccidiosis at about six weeks 
of age or later. It is estimated that the

Cost of treatment 


COST of treatment is low—about one 
cent per bird —-since only a small 
amount is needed for young chickens as 
compared to three cents per,bird for the 
usual medication at four to eight weeks 
of age which retards growth.
